Manufacture of Alum in India. 





There are some alum works at Kala- 
bagh, on the Indus, at the western end of 
the salt range in the Punjab. They are 
owned and superintended by a native khan, 
who is said to be worth some two lakhs of 
rup 
shales, composed of silicate of alumina and 
iron pyrites, are brought by coolies from a 
spot about 2 miles away to the river 
bank at Kalabagh and broken upinto lumps 
about 5 inches across. A layer of brush- 
wood and small branches is spread on the 
ground, and above this are placed alternate 
layers of ‘about a foot thick of broken up 
shale and brushwood. The heap is made 
about 15 feet high, and is then ignited from 
below. 

The burnt clay is thrown into square 
earthen vats about 10 feet long and 2 feet 
deep, and thoroughly mixed with water. 
The water containing the soluble part of 
the burnt shale is after atime drawn off 
into a similar vat, and the red suspended 
matter allowed to settle. It is again drawn 
off into a shallow circular vat about 10 feet 
in diameter and made of plates of sheet 
iron riveted together. A furnace is built 
under this. The solution is then boiled 
with an impure sodium and potassium salt 
called ‘‘ jamsan,” obtained from “ reh,” the 
sodium sulphate and carbonate efflorescence 
found so commonly in the Punjab. 

The liquid, after boiling for some twenty- 
four hours, is drawn off, and is allowed to 
crystallize in vats of sun-dried clay. The 
crystals are about one-half inch in thick- 
ness, and of a light grayish-green color. 
These are stacked and allowed to drain for 
ten days. After this they are put into 
earthen pots, holding about 1% maund, 
with a little water,and are heated in a kiln 
or oven, 

The earthen pots are broken open when 
cool, and large crystals of alum some 6 
inches long are found inside. This is the 
form in which it is sold in the bazars. The 
owner of these works states that he makes 
some 3,000 maunds per annum, at from 3r. 
to 4r. per maund. About 3 or 4 seers of 
alum is the quantity obtained from each 
maund of black shale. The works are oc- 
casionally stopped for want of the jamsan. 
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Some Law of Signatures.

One of the simplest things a man 
does in business is to sign his name, and yet 
itisa matter around which very much im- 
portant law is gathered. One law goes back 
to the time when a signature was of little 
legal effect. As an incident to legal formal- 
ity signature in some form has always been 
recognized, but it is within a comparatively 
recent period that men could effectually 
bind themselves in law by the signing of 
theirnames., But now the legal instruments 
which the law requires to be attested with 
more ceremonious formalities are few. 
There are some matters, notably real estate 
‘ansfers and some others, which the law 
requires to be witnessed or acknowledged, 
or beth ; birt for the most part the signature 
$8 enough, 

In the first place, the signature is merely 
evidence of the assent of the person whose 
hame is signed to that to which it is affixed, 
and so it follows that the signature must be 
sluine or the person is not charged, and 
the burden of proving the genuineness of 
4 signature is on the person who claims 
under it. The one who presents a note for 
Payment must prove the signature to be 
setuine. Hence it is that one whose name

matter of law, his own. 

There is a very im- 
portant rule applicable 
to substituted signa- 
tures, which all agents, 
and their principals as 
well, should bear in 
mind. The signature 
must be that of the per- 
son to be charged. Let 
us suppose the execu- 
tion of a note, with the 
following signature : 
‘‘John Smith, agent 
for James Jones.” There 
are many who would 
suppose that to be the 
note of James Jones, by 
his agent, John Smith; 
but this is not so. Such 
a signature would bind 
the agent personally, the descriptive matter 
being stricken off as surplusage. The sig- 
nature should be: ** James Jones, by John 
Smith, his agent.” The signature, ‘‘ James 
Smith, president Ninth National Bank,” 
has been held to create a personal lia- 
bility on the part of ‘‘ James Smith,” and 
not a corporate liability on the part of 
the ‘Ninth National Bank.” The signa- 
ture should be: ‘‘ Ninth National Bank, 
by James Smith, president,’’ and this ap- 
plies to all corporate signatures. Sign 
the name to be charged, gnd follow that 
with explanatory or descriptive designa- 
tions. 

These few points in regard to signatures 
should be interesting to all business men, 
because modern business is transacted al- 
most wholly upon informal writings evi- 
denced only by the- signatures of the per- 
sons to be charged. The old formalities 
have gone—they were too ponderous, too 
slow for this rushing age—and while things 
are moving so swiftly it is well to know how 
they are moving. 
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Improvement in Cylinder Ma- 


chines. 





The illustrations herewith given show 
the features of an improvement in cylinder 
papef making machines, whereby a vibrator 
or ‘‘shake” attachment is applied to the 
machine to change the lay of the fibres of 
pulp, so as to render the paper equally 
strong in all directions. 

Figure 1 is a top plan view of the ma- 
chine ; Fig. 2 is a transverse sectional view 
taken on the line 2—2 of Fig. 1; Fig. 3is a 
horizontal section taken on the line 3—3, 
Fig. 2; Fig. 4 is a detail end view; Fig. 5 
is a sectional view taken on the line 5—5, 
Fig. 4; Fig. 6 is a diagram showing the re- 
sults. ‘

a pulley 0, connected with which is a pulley 
f or other suitable means whereby the pul- 
ley @ may be rotated, in order that, 
through the medium of the cam groove, 
stud mand rectangular frame, the blades 
j and their connected flanges 4 may be 
vibrated or reciprocated.

By this operation the fibres, which usually 
tend to take. the line of the current and lay

parallel to its line of motion, will be acted 
upon by the blades / and their flanges /, 
to intertwine them and lay them upon the 
wire in all directions, as shown in Fig. 6. 
The blades 7, being of thin metal, with 
their inner edges in proximity with the 
cylinder, and having the flanges 4, form 
agitating devices for the pulp, owing

During the con- 
versation it was brought out that when the 
boiler was first put in and the pipers were 
connecting up the external appliances it 
became necessary to shut off steam from 
the boiler, and of course this happened 
while the fireman was temporarily ab- 
sent. 

When he re-entered the room he found 
the steam gauge indicating 75 pounds, and 
steam still rising. It had reached 80 pounds 
before he succeeded in checking the fire, 
and then he further found that the fitter had 
been working on top of the boiler, and, 
being annoyed by the blowing of the safety 
valve when the steam pressure got up to 50 
pounds, where the valve was set, had moved 
the ball out to the end of the lever, and 
made it possible for the pressure to ac- 
cumulate to about 90 pounds before relief 
could be given the boiler by the safety 
valve.

Another month of the year has passed, 
a month which brought to the paper making 
interests of New England much annoyance, 
because of the severe cold weather and the 
great accumulation of ice.

Alkali is held 
at 1.25c. for spot, while future shipments 
are quoted at 1.15@1.20c. Soda ash is in 
very quiet movement at former prices, 1.60 
@1.75c. being the quotations. Soda crystals 
hold at 90@95c, and very dull.

While this has had no material effect on 
business, it has made it very unpleasant 
getting around and has delayed shipments 
somewhat. The * beautiful snow ” is piled 
up all around us and the sleighing is first- 
class. In case of a sudden rain or a prolonged 
thaw there would be all the water in the 
river that could be used in this vicinity for 
some time to come. 

Very little that is new can be said of busi- 
ness this week, as the ruling conditions of 
last week remain unchanged at this writing. 
There isa fair volume of trade, which covers 
nearly all of the grades, and prices are un- 
changed. The fine writing mills are well 
supplied with orders, and book grades are | 
moving well. Manufacturers in general are 
looking for a fair spring trade. No one is 
expecting a boom, but there seems to be a 
general feeling that there will be a very 
good all around demand for paper, and with 
such an outlook there is no reason for bor- 
rowing trouble. The stock market is quiet 
and featureless, and prices remain the same 
as last week. 

The local authorities recently furnished 
some statistics for a world’s fair publication, 
which will compare favorably with most 
cities of our ‘age and size, and will show the 
rapidity of development during the last dec- 
ade. Among other interesting features it 
shows that we have a population of 40,000, a 
net public debt of $777,877, an assessed 
valuation of $24,473,285, or about 70 per 
cent.; an area of 22 square miles, 60 miles 
ofpublic streets, 28 paper mills, produc- 
ing 300 tons a day; a police force of | 
35 men, costing $36,000 per annum, and 
other interesting points.

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New Triplex Pump. 

Herewith is presented an illustration 
of the new triplex pump n a by 
the Goulds & Caldwell Company, 22 and 24 
North Canal street, Chicago, IIl. 

It is an entirely new style of pump, and 
although only recently placed on the mar- 
ket has met with success. The pump is 
used for mill and tank service, for pumping 
through the feed water heater to the boiler, 
for operating the hydraulic feed on pulp 
¢rinders ; it is also connected to the suction 
boxes on paper, machines, and is used for 
hydraulic elevators, mines, water work sta 
tions, &e. 

It is also made for use with hydraulic 
motors. Where it is necessary to obtain the 
highest efficiency in power pumps, both in 
power consumed and general working, it is 
of primary importance that the discharge 
be isochronous, or that the pump shall dis- 
charge equal volumes of water in equal 
times. The reason for this is that when 
once a column of water is given a certain 
velocity of discharge it is evident that any 
deviation from this constant velocity will 
result in loss of power in overcoming friction 
and inertia of the moving column. To il- 
lustrate : It is proposed to pump against a 
column of water 6 inches diameter 500 feet 
vertically. If pumping mechanism is em- 
ployed in which this column is stopped and

started at every revolution of the pump, it 
is evident that a large amount of power is 
consumed in overcoming inertia of the 
moving water; whereas, if the column of 


water when once started is maintained at a | ~~ 


certain uniform velocity the power required 
to overcome tHe inertia of moving water is 
reduced to a minimum. 

In the special triplex power pump there | 
are three single acting cylinders with out- | 
side packed plungers. It has the following 
features : 

The plungers are outside and are guided 
above, whereby they are relieved of exces- 
sive wear or strain ; they have brass bushed | 
connecting rods of forged steel, of the loco- 
motive type, with an adjustment at either | 
end for wear. The countershaft behind 
pump, with pulley for belt or other connec- | 





tion, transmits power to spur gears at either 
end of the pump, driving (by crank pins in 
the manner of a face plate) the two outside | 
plungers and at the same time through the 
single throw supporting crank shaft the 
centre or middle plunger. The bronze suc- 
tion and discharge valves are all grouped in | 
the valve chamber, shown in front of the 
pump base, and are accessible through hand 
holes or ports.

} | Areport on the commercial value of 
process for manufacturing caustic soda anq 
chlorine by electrolysis, as now carried on 
| at Snodland, England, has been made by 
| J. Leith, who is said to have been long con. 
nected with the alkali manufacturing busj- 
ness. The following abstract of this report, 
taken from the Paper Trade Review, 
| interest. 
Mr. Leith says: The objection to all elec. 
| trolytic processes for the decomposition of 
salt, till recently, has been the great amount 
of fuel required for effective work, and the 
difficulty of obtaining anodes that will not 
disintegrate owing to the action of chlorine 
gas. During the last few years, however, 
owing to improvements made in dynamos 
and driving engines, the fuel question has 
gradually become of less consequence, and 
the main difficulty has been to obtain a suit- 
able form of brine decomposing tank, and 
anodes that will not disintegrate. These 
difficulties have, I believe, been practically 
overcome by the process I am now report- 
ing on. 

From my own practical experience of the 
process I am satisfied that they have over- 
come all the main difficulties hitherto im- 
peding alkali manufacture by electrolysis, 
and I am of opinion that if large works 
were erected either in the North, near the 
supply of coal and salt, or wherever good 
water power is available to save the cost of 
fuel, both caustic soda and chloride of lime 
can be manufactured at a saving of about 
£5 per ton on the present prices charged for 
these articles by the Chemical Union at St. 
Helen's or Widnes.

and what seems to me of very great im- 
portance is that there appears to be no loss, 
except what may be called mechanical loss. 
Whatever undecomposed salt may be left 
simply falls to the bottom of the evaporat- 
ing pans in the usual way, and is carried 
back to the salt store. I have carefully ex- 
amined the anodes frequently. These are 
made of carbon from gas retorts ingeniously 
fitted. They cost very little in the first in- 
stance, and not much to replace when re- 
quired. 

I find, however, that these gas retort 
carbons, if carefully selected, not only cost 
very little in the first instance, but last for 
a long time, and that the price of replacing 
them when required forms a very trifling 
item in the cost of manufacture of alkali by 
electrolysis in the brine tanks, and I may 
say, generally, that though perhaps the 
process may be improved in one or two 
particulars, it is throughout in excellent 
order and a good example of what can be 
done. One of the great advantages of the 
process is its capability of being worked by 
manufacturers generally on their own 
premises ; spare engine power is usually 
available in all manufactories sufficient to 
drive a dynamo, and the brine decomposing 
tanks cost so little, occupy such small space, 
and the whole arrangement is so compact, 
simple and cleanly in every respect, that 
there is nothing to prevent any user of 
caustic soda and chlorine, manufacturing as 
small or large a quantity as he requires on 
his own premises, thus saving all the cost of 
solidifying the soda, absorbing the chlorine 
in lime, and packing in drums and barrels 
for transport purposes, as well as the cost of 
conveyance, all serious items now in the 
price charged by the alkali trade.
